Unusiial Prosecution Under- 
taken by Ottawa Govern- 
ment in connection Witli 
Terminal Establishments 



CHARGE OF MAKING 

FALSE STATEMENTS 



Two Companies Found Guilty 
and Fined Five Hundred 
Dollars on Each of Several 
Charges — Fines All Paid 



WINNIPEG, April 26.— It has been 
known throughout the grain trade for 
some weeks that an Important inves- 
tigation in connection with the op- 
eration of terminal, elevators was be- 
ing carried on by Dominion Govern- 
ment officials but sucli ubHolule sec- 
recy w.as maintained that It was not 
IKi.s'slblc to HviHire any details until 
llne.s had aerially been imposed and 
pahl by the elevator companies in- 
volved. The story In l)rleL' follows; 

At the close ol" navigation on De- 
cember 10, I'JO'.l, Insiieclor (^Ibbs of 
Fort V.'illiani, lollowi d liis usual cus- 
tom of measuring the elevators. The 
worl; was done on the Sunday £ol- 
lo\\ inf; the close o£ navigutlon, whicli 
was on Friday. Mr. GIbbs found on 
compariPK figures resulting from his 
measurements and statements given 
by the elevators to the warehouse 
commissioner that there were in the 
cases of a number of elevators very 
series dLscropcncii'S. The law re- 
ipiires that each terminal elevator 
shall furnish weekly to the ware- 
house commissioner a statement of 
the amount of each grade of wheal in 
tlielr elevators. 

Wlien Mr. Gilili.s fou^nd the serious 
nature of llie discrepancies he laid 
tlie matter liefore .Mr. llorne, chief- in- 
siicctor at \Vliuu|)ef;. wlu) iu t\irn I 
consulted with .Mr. Castle, the ware- 
house commissioner, and the matter 
was then, referred to Ottawa. The de- 
partment tostructed Mr. Castle to in- 
stit\itc an investigation under the 
powers conferred upon him in the act. 
Koi' tlU' sal<e of convenience the in- 
vestigation was held in AViiuiiiieB, the 
liooks l)ein.i; brought here from Eort 
William. It is the first time that an 
iMVestigation of this nature anil Krav- 
Uy has been held inider the act and 
counsel for the various elevator own- 
ers raised many technical objcctlon.s, 
which in the end they waived and 
tile investigation was proceeded with. 

Til.,' following charges were laid: 
Gen aijainat the C.P.R. elevators, one 
against the Cotisolldnted, five against 
thi' Port Arthur elevator company 
and sl.\ against the Empire Elevator 
Co., in each case the ciiarge was the 
same, that of furnisiiing to Ihc ware- 
house eomuiisKloner incorrect state- 
ments as to till' amount and grade i 
of wheat in lhc;;c ^levators. In tlir 
ca.^es of the ih'vators tlie matter w.-is 
put before them and they were given 
nasoiiable time in Which to explain 
liow the mlatalies, if they were mis- 
takes, had occurred. In the matter 
of the C.P.R. elevators, very careful 
cioss Qhecking showed that the mis- 
talce was a purely clerical one, and 
they were consequently given a clean 
slieet. In tlie matter of the Consoli- 
dated, defendants were confident that 
lliey could ijrove an error in llic same 
wa\-, and tiiey did all in their power 
to faciiilate tlie investigation, it was 
proved, however, that whili; the actu- 
al discrepancy on which the cliai gi' 
was brought had not been Intentional, 
it had occurred through the elevator 
lollowlng the practice of loaning 
wheat which Is a violation of the act 
and their ease went to trial. The 
magistrate however, gave them the 
benefit of the doubt and onl>' liiipo.scd 
a nominal fine of S50. 

In the matter of the Port .Vrtliur 
j elevator and Empire lOii'Vator the 
I charges wert.' talicn up, and (in lii- 
! vestigation were all sustained. Tlie' 
iU |iai't ni'-iit ;it Ottawa instructed Its | 
(■ouiis<'l here to prosecute, and tlie ; 
case came up before Police Magis- j 
trate Daly on Friday April 23rd. Tlie I 
l^ort Arthur elevator company was ! 
proved guilty of five charges of false ; 
statements and fined $500 for each of- ! 
fense. The Empire elevator company 
was found guilty on six cliarges tit 
a similar nature and fined $»Oii or 
each offi'iice. 'I"lie fines wen^ all paid 
this morning a.nd tlie clieinu^ weiu 
forward to Ottawa this afternoon.

Four imiiortant government blllsi 
were disposed of anil progress waa 
reported on a fifth In the House to- 
ilay, the rush for prorogation being In 
full swing. 1'he legislation which 
passed consisted of the combines in- 
vestigation act, tlie amendment to 
the industriiil disputes act, the hill 
re.'-'pocting water carriage of good.s 
ami the ilsheries act. 

.Mr, Oliver's bill to extend the time 
for taking iqi South .Xfrican veterans' 
land grants till the end of 1011, created 
considerable discussion. It was pointed 
out by the Opposithm that last ses- 
sion tlie Go\'ernnient h.'ul ]iositively 
stJtted that there would bo no exten- 
sion. This Induced the volunteers en- 
titled to the grants to sell their war- 
rants to speculators, who had had pre- 
vious information that the present hill 
would be Introduced. Jlr. Oliver 
stated that there liad been 6,848 war- 
rants, and of these 3,142 had been lo- 
cated and the transfers registered.

OTTAWA, April 2«.— Tlie aonate 
railway committee this mornlii.^i had 
under consideration Hon. JLi'. Lein - 
leux's bill to place cable companies 
under the control of the ralhva.v i;oin- 
inisslon. Kopresenttitlves of tiie cable 
comiianles were present. Mr, Lem - 
ieux announced that lie ilo.slrod to 
amend the bill by strikhig out the 
clause which reads: ".Any iircn'islon 
in any special act inconalstciit with 
tills act Is repealed." This would de- 
prive cable iromiianles of any special 
legislation privileges they niinltt poss- 
sess. The .Minister sai.d ho -\va_s con- 
vinced of the practicability of tlxe plan 
to control rates, but it would be nec- 
essary for Canada and Grea.t Britain 
to work together in this respect, and 
he had the assurance of the British 
Postmaster-General that a bill aiinilar 
to this would he brought before, ttio 
Imperial House. 

Mr. Lomleux explained tliat it was 
proposed to have nios.sagts divided 
into two classes, iirjjent and ilc-ferred. 
the latter to bo handled at: a lower 
rate when the cables were not crowd- 
ed. The idea of the BritLih authori- 
ties was that a fair schedule would bo 
a shilling a word for uigeiit, sixpen<:e 
a word for deferred messiit'e^.'i and 
tlire-eiiciice for press messages. 

Vice-i'resideiit Dickson, i)f the Com- 
mercial Coble Co,, deelarcd tliat ho did 
nut think the deferrc-d nicssiKre plan 
workable. ,\s a matter of fiiii't It luid 
lieen tried and abandoned.

FELL FR'O'M CHIPPEWA 



Excitement at the C.P.R. Dock Yes- 
terday Afternoon When Race- 
horae Was Being Rescued. 



It took sixteen men over a half an 
hour at tho C. P. R. dock yesterday af- 
ternoon to save the life of a valuable 
southern racing horse — Zola — valued at 
$5,000 when It rolled overboard between 
the steamer Chippewa and the dock 
from the plank of that steamer. First 
bflicer B. Thornton undertook to lead 
the horse over tho narrow single 
plank to tho shore, when on entering 
the gangway the horse became fright- 
ened on having to lower its head in 
order to clear the low deck of tho ves- 
sel. Tlie iiorse jumped and In so do- 
ing kicked over the side gate of the 
plunk and Thornton Inst liis hold, fall- 
ing to the plank with the horse follow- 
ing. Thornton nearly rolled into the 
water with the horse, but only escaped 
by his presence of mind. One more 
second and the animal dropiied over 
Into the water. Here It swam for five 
minnles until lines liad been got under 
its liody. The slip wiis then lowered 
to the water's cdg(! and llftecn minutes 
el:i])sed liefore the valuable racer was 
slowl;.- hauled upon terra firma. Out- 
side of ,1 verv few slight scratches tho 
animal ivas unhhrt.

SIR WILLIAM VAN HORNE 

Sir William A'an Home lias retired 
from the cliaii'inauship of tlie Uoard 
of II. rectors of the i.'anadian I^U'ilic 
Kiiilway. lie liimsulf lias stated that 
fils position was purely honorary, for 
iie had no real duties; nevertheless 
Iiis withdrawal from even a nominal 
place in that f^ieat institution is an 
interesting Incident. Tlie uume of 
William Van Horne will always be 
identified with tho. railway In ■ the 
construction of which lie played so 
important a iiart. Wlien we recall 
the besinnings of lliis monumental 
work from tlic standpoint of the pres- 
ent day we are able to see tho men 
who carried it to completion in their 
proper ' perspective. The two who 
were at tlie head of the Syndicate. 
George Steiilien and Donald .Smitli, 
are not often now thougiit of in con- 
nection witli the railway.- ■ Lord 
Mount&tcplien has lived In retirement 
for a number of years, and Loavl 
Strathconti has lu eu so conspicuous 
in other ways tluil . his railway ex- 
perieiico is often lost sisld- of. Tlie 
Canadian Paclllc was launclied in 
the year 18S0, and the most ardent 
supporters of the policy, which led to 
its construction, had little faith tli;it 
the Syndicate could make Rood its 
undertakings, r.ut in this tliey anil 
everyone else was mistaken. The 
Directors of the new company looked 
around for a man to make e?;"i'uti\-i' 
lioad of the u:ulertal;ini,' .-md found 
llim In the General Siiperintendent of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee it St. Paul 
Bollway, a man who know the West 
and wlio brought to hear upon his 
work a spirit of practical enthnsl- 
.■ism, inspired laii4ely hy thttt know- 
ledge, li was in 1S.^] tint .\Ir. Van 
Homo tool; charge of the Canadian 
Pacilic construction, and so wcil did 
he discharge his duties that In fifty- 
four months from tli>- date ol' his 
cnterinn upon his task, it was ae- 
complished. This was the greatest 
feat in tho way of railway construc- 
tion that the world had ever soon, 
and, wlien evei-jthlng is taken into 
account, it will pi'obaljly reiiKiiii the 
greatest in tlie history of i'ailroa.dini;. 
Mr. Stcplieii, whose worl-i had been 
rucogniiied by a jieerage, was I'resi- 
dent of the railway company until 
1888, when he retired, and Mr. Van 
Horne was elioseii In his jilace. 
KvciTOlle ie.-ili;-,ed that he was tlf 
man for the position. He adopted 
a pbllcy of vigorous development, 
and when, in 1S09, ho retired to bo 
Kuccecded liy Sir Thomas Shaugli- 
Dossy, he had built up the railway 
and its steamship liijes Into what Is 
tmdtwbtedly the greatest transporta- 
tion enterprise in the world. 

Sir, ■William .Van Horne is now In 
Ills sixty-seventh year, but he Is an 
active man and as full nf business 
as Civcr he was. His interests are 
widespread, and he takes pleasure in 
. art .and other recreations. He is one 
' of the makers of Canada, and the 
fact that he was born south of the 
Forty-ninth parallel does not make 
Canaditins any the less proud of his 
achleyemoittB or .less grateful to him 
for what he did for their country In 
tho most critical hour of Its history, 
[i'or weal or woe Sir John Macdon- 
akl and Sir Charles Tupiier had 
bound tho destiny of Canada up witli 
tho transcontinental highway, and 
while no one will say that without 
Van Home tho project would have 
failed, he was tho man who ^it^rrlod 
it throuKh and tlius showed the peo^ 



pic of Canada that their country need 
not fear to undertake great thi:igs. 
His fellow-Canudiuns will wiah him 
every happiness in his retirement 
from connection. with;Atho- ^road : hO 
pushed through to connpletlon arid' 
made such a success that It stands 
today unrivalled among raihyays.' 

PRINTING THE NEWS . 

A writer In the Atlantic iMontlily- 
discusses "the suppression of impor- 
tant news." lie cites a number of 
cases, the accounts lU' whicli would 
lia\e made rai.'v leadin.;;', and his com- 
ments upon the fa.ct that nothiip; ap- 
iieared alKuit tlu'iu in tho ucwspaiiers 
suggest that he tliouulit they wine 
supproasod for commercial reasons, lu 
other words, as tho Items would have 
Inought up(ni the new.-'iuipcrs the ani- 
mosity of advertisers, the news was 
kept out of print. Thero Is ii priii- 
clplo bcliind what the Atlantic's con- 
tributor complains oC, and it is tho 
i I'ternal Question in every newspaper 
office, namely: What Is news? Many 
pei.ii)le think that u newspaper uuglit 
to print cx'cr.Nthing, unless, indeed. It 
luippens to bo .something uiicompll- 
mcntar.v to themselves, and that In 
point of fact It does jirlnt everything 
that comes to Its Itnowlodgo. It is ob- 
vious that no paper can print every- 
thing that happens In a community lu 
which it is published, and it may as 
well be admitted at once that a great 
many things come to the notice of the 
newspapers and are not printed. It 
would be a mistake to supi)Ose tliat 
such suppression is for commefcial 
reasons. Of course, we can only 
speak positively for the practice of 
this paper. A good deal of news is 
suppressed, because in the opinion of 
Ihose responsible for the contents of 
the paper, no good purpose would bo 
served by Its jiulilioalion. Commer- 
cial reasons play no part in influenc- 
ing the decision. Very frequently 
news Items are kept out of print for 
no other reason than that the actor or 
actors In them may not receive dam- 
aging publieil.\, when possibly they 
ha\-e not intended .'.ny harm. We do 
not look upon everything as news. We 
tr.\- to print only those things which 
are legitimate matters of general 
luiblic interest. We think this is true 
of most uewsiiapers. nltliough doubt- 
les.s there arc cases in which the cxt- 
.gi iiclqs of" the business (sffic.0 have 
kept back tilings which the public 
.lUght to )<now. 

AN AVIATION PRIZE 

The I^ondon Dally Mn'l 'i''^ cdt- 
.nanding an off.'r of a prize" of 
.Tr,(l.O(Hi to th" person who shall first 
inako the journey 'from ' London 'to' 
Jliinchester on a heavier-than-alr 
machine. The distarjce between the 
two citie.=5 in a direct lino is some- 
wli;it under two hundred miles. It 
must be accomplished within twenty- | 
four hours, and the. aviator must not 
descend more than twice during the 
journey. It is announced that Jlons. 
Paulhan is aljoiiL to undertake the 
feat and will start in t!ie couise of 
a few da>-s. 'I'lie Daily -Mail has done 
well to offer a prize of this magni- 
tude for such an uhdertaklrig, for to 
attempt such a journey under the 
i.-ondltionK inilior.ed • nocesitrites a 
very eonsideralde outlay on the inirt 
of the aviator. Me has not only the 
cost of the machine to take into ac- 
count, but he must provide for pro- 
per guides to his course. He cannol 
possibly be familiar with the laiui- 
seape as it aripears from an eli'V.i- 
tioii, and therefore lie must .'ulopt 
some moans whereby he can be kept 
in ormed as to where he is and what 
directions -he must take. Some 
months ago a diagram of the nnili' 
was luiblislied, and on it were shown 
the devices that might be employed 
for the guidance of the aviator. 
Among them were wide sheets, cap- 
tive baloons with liglits for signals 
.ifter dark, and so on. The man on 
a llying maehini- «lio is racing 
against lime, iniist know just what 
way ho oukIu to go in order to reach 
his destination In the quickest pos- 
sible way. 

Th..' lo.it has more than a sporting 
vahii'. i lei etofor-e, the av iators have 
lierl'ornunl under conditions of their 
own choosing, to the extent ot least 
of llying ovei' ground with which they 
were familiar, and. of being under no 
(eiligation to stay up If they thought 
it advisabli' to cmne down. I:i the 
tlifVlU from London to Maiu'liesti'r 
the aviator takes the chances of 
meeting with winds from various 
(piarters, of running Into storms, of 
being drlveti from his course, of hav-

elevations. ' If Mons. Paulhan or 
anyone else makes a successful flight, 
a very important steii will bo takfii 
towards bringing tho aoro-plane into 
coiumercitil use. .\ t present It is 
onl.v a sporting machine.

It will be 
ii gijuil tiling fur Victoria to be Itiiown 
a.s a city to wliicli a girl may safely 
be .sent. Women's organizations can- 
not undertake better worlc than the 
care of any struiige girl who may bo 
passing through the city, or who 
may come to make her homo horc. 
It is far better to lose, if necessary, 
money by being prepared too soon 
than to allow young women to suffer 
inconvonlence or distress for want of 
a helping liand. Wo need girls hero 
to assist us with our work. Our need 
Is not, howovor, greater than that of 
the housewives of every city In Can- 
ada. On tills coast wages are high- 
er than Is the case in the east or In 
the Interior, If, in addition to the 
Inducement of generous treatment In 
the matter of wages. It becomes 
known that girls arriving here are

The Colonial Office has undertak- 
en 'tlie task of instructing tlie people 
of tlsc Empire not only i" the pliysi- 
cal features of the different parts, 
bat in its industries, manners and 
customs. Tills is not to bo done by 
means of books, but of! pictures. 
Lectures hiive been profiarell, illus- 
trated hy lantern slides by what is 
known its the "Visual Instruction 
Committee," which has already been 
at work for four years taking photo- 
graiilis and getting Information.

And yet, are we so sure that the 
Ivnowleilgo gained In this way la ns 
deep and as lusting as that which 
was more slowly gathered from 
poems and books of travel? Is the 
crowd th.il comes from the moving 
picture show of the scenes depleted 
ill the I.ady of the Lake as familiar 
with them as the class who had 
completed the study of the poem a 
tiuarter of a century ago? That 
puKzllng simile of the man who be- 
holding his natural face in a ;;lass 
•'. . . straightway forgetlolh what 
manner of man he was" would almo.^l 
.-^eern to be fulfilled by tin; crowds 
who laugh or cry or hold their breath 
over a moving picture show. But the 
cinematograph has its uses, ami it 
could not be put to a better one tlian 
that devised by the "Visual Instruc- 
tion Committee as a Means of Pro- 
moting Imperial Unity." 

'I'wo j-ears ago. the great iiiajurily 
of womon in Can.ada signed iietltlons 
a.skiiig that parliament should make a 
law rorljiddiiig cigarette smoking by 
i-liildrcn. The l;iw was jiassed and it 
\\as iiiadi- an offence to si^il e igarctti-n 
to minors. Hut is there less cigarette 
smoking In Canada today among tie.' 
Ikpvh than there was tlien? The 
nev.-spapers of .Montrc^al says there is 
110 change in that city. Women in 
Victoria who have an Interest in 
watching what Is going on among the 
children say that they smoke cigar- 
ettes at the street corners and In the 
parks while watching games. Tlie po- 
licemen who comes une-Nfieetedly ir.'on 
n group of iittlr> fellov>-s sees tlic dia- 
a|,pe!irnnei. of the little white papi-r 
and the suspicious tiny wreath of 
.smoke. That is he niiglit see it if he- 
wanted to. Tliis is not writtf'i, for th(; 
l)urpose of urging tlie guardians of 
tlie law to iierforni tills part of tlii'lr 
duty. Until we have some better 
iiieiius of dealing with youthful of- 
fenders our iioliceinen must shut their 
eves to any things. But it does 
.show how ineffectual laws are which 
are not supported .by the eonsoienco 
c.r tlie majority of the community. 
Yet there are blit few inotliers or 
fathers who ^vlsh tholr own cliihiren 
to use tobacco. 

Some years ago a curfow law was 
jiassed in Victoria. It lias been so 
little observed that a lady who witli 
a I'amily of childrijn, has resided in 
ithe city for several years Vv'as as- 
tonished to hoar that tliere was such 
a bylaw. Still no one will contend 
that the presence of young boys and 
girl.s In their streets at night Is not 
a great evil. 

. How tl;e children who use cigarettes 
and Who spend the summer evenings 
ipn the streets and the winter ones fh 



plaea o amusement, more or loss 
doubtful, are not ail the sons and 
daughters of bad parents nor are they 
orphans. In many parts of the city 
there is among the children a lawless 
element whose only purpose at first 
is to have •'fun." If these groups 
were confined to the neglected child- 
ren of the several noigliborhoods the 
matter . would not be so serious .^as it 
Is. The "fun" degenerates Into mis- 
chief and the mischief often becomes 
crime. Then respectable fathers and 
mothers are distressed to find that 
their cliildren are implicated. They 
liiiew that iheir neighbors had bad 
boys anil foolish glrlS ' but they did 
not imagine that tlieir own faralles 
were affected. 

How many of thes" cliildren would 
liave been saved if their mothers rea- 
lized tliat imlesH tlioy .wore at home 
to meet thoin on their return f;roiu 
seliuoi they might have an opportun- 
lt.\' to spend the afternoon with unde- 
sirable companions. If the girls could 
have asked their frii iids into a pleas- 
any cosy I'ocjui how many a elaiuies- 
line meeting would lia\-e been avoid- 
ed. 

Let us do all that we may for our 
neglected ehililreii. Tliere will always 
It is to be r<'ared, be enough of these 
to keep the pliilaiilroi)hlsts busy. lint, 
do not let the cliildren of good fathers 
and mothers be ailow.'ed to wander 
away from .the shelter of home. The 
time will come when eacli must be 
left to battle willi temptation alone. 
The vielor.N- will be tlii' more sure If 
ehiliUuiod lias hei-u carefully guarded 
and good principles i.npla.nted witliin 
tiial slieller. 

Miss (.'aroline Hunt and Dr. Lang- 
worthy have worlv<Hl together to pro- 
duce a bulleliii issued b\' the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the United 
States on tlie "lieonomical Use of 
Moat in the Home." 

These autliorlties take it for grant- 
ed that meat is a desirable article of 
food. Meat furnishes, they say about 
16 per cent of the total food consum- 
ed In the ordinary family, about 30 
per cent of the protein and about (iO 
per cent of the energy producing fats. 
Without giving any absolute rule tlie 
bulletin s.ays that "(jroljaliiy if one 
meat disli is served a day and other 
materials supplying protein, such as 
milk, eggs,- bi-ans or similar foods, are 
also used tliere is little danger of 
getting too inuclt pieal or too little 
protein. It Is, of - course, possible to 
eat meat dishes less frenuc-ntly, or 
omit meat from the diet altosether if 
one so desires and the diet is so ar- 
ranged tlxat it remains well balanced. 

However meat. Is clas.sed as being 
one of the moat digestible of foods 
and the good t-uts as being the mo^3t 
agreeable to the taste. .Moreover, 
readers are warned that cheapness is 
often more apparent than real for 
Some of the cheap'cuts are not nour- 
ishing. 

Still tiicre is ample opportunity for 
I the average homeseeker to economise 
without in aii.v way doing injustice 
to tiinse whom she caters. The bulle- 
tin concludes b.\' .-..-n irm: 

"In fact, the iiuiobi.-r of 'tasty' dislics 
which a good coOlf. Oan make out of 
thi^ cheaper cuts oi'.'incats "left over' is 
aimo.'<t endless. Undoubtedly more time 
and skill are required in tlieir prejiara- 
tion than 111 the .siniiilc cooking of the 
more e.x]1S-nsive outs, just as more 
time ami skill arc .required for careful, 
intelligont marketing than for haphaz- 
zard ordering; but the real superiority 
of a good cook lies not so much in 
the preparation of expensive dishes for 
every day and In the skilful combina- 
tion of flavors. 

"Some housekeepers seem to have a 
firejudlce against economizing In such 
ways ns those here suggested; but, if 
the comfort of the family does nut 
.sulTer and the meals are kept as varied 
and appetizing as when they cost more, 
little ground for tlie leeling exists. 
Surely it is not beneath the dignity of 
any f.imily to avoiil useless s.Kpeudl- 
tures. no matt(;r how g<Mierous its in- 
come, and the intelligent housekeeper 
shouUl take as much jiritle In setting a 
good table a I a low price as the manu- 
facturer does in leHsenin.g the cost of 
production in )iis factory."

I am a citizen of no mean city, "the 
Queen of the West," and would like to 
si-e Ihe university in or near Victoria, 
but much as 1 would like that, I recog- 
iii;;e the fact tliat tlio province is greater 
e\eii tliiin lis capital, uiid maintain that 
the aim of every man wlio is true to 
liiinsolf. and to tills province of won- 
derful i)osslbllities. should sink liis per- 
sonal and local interests, and do all ho 
can to assist the comnilssion to select 
ibo locality In wbioli the university 
iiKiy be of the greatest good to the 
country in general, and to British Co- 
lumbia In particular. 

A few weeks ago a small conunilteo 
had been appointed in this city to col- 
lect ilata logarding the advantages of 
\'lctoria as a university city, and to 
give all the information po.sslble to as- 
sist the commissioners to arrive at the 
wisest conclusion in nial-:ing tlioir re- 
port. That is as far as the committee 
slioiild go. Tlint also is as far ;is Van- 
couver, or any other pliiee has 11. right 
to go. It i.s an Injustice to tile gov- 
ernment M'liicli appointed tlie eominls- 
shm, ,a reflection on the intelligence and 
sense of Impartiality of tlie personnel of 
file conimission, and a gross violation 
of "the golden rule." to do more than to 
slate facts honestly and to .show the 
best sites possible for the university, 
not at any lime forgetting the greatest 
good to the greatest number, and that 
the university will In all probability, 
continue to Ijo wlierc the commls.sion 
now recommends, long after this .and 
many futurn generations h.ave pa.ssed 
over the "great divide." Some might 
say "let us meet tiie ambitious city on 
the otiier side of the great gulf with its 
own methods." While it may bo true — 
slinllia siniilibus curantur — let us do 
nothing to lower our self-respect, but 
stand honorably by our idea of what is 
best for Britisli Columbia, and fre.al 
fairly the government that appointed 
the commission, with the hopo of thus 
being ;ible to erect tlio university in the 
best po.'isibie locality and where it will 
best accomplish tlie end In view, whetli- 
er tliiit place be Nelson, Vernon, Kam- 
loops. New Westminster, A'nncoiiver or 
Victoria. .T. CA.MPBELL.

Tlie tiillowiiig rules, if 
carried out, will greatly minimize tho 
strains on lianlage i-iipes, ami thus 
lengthen the .life of the rojie.
